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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  AUTOMOTIVE  EXPORTERS 


GENERAL  INSTRUCnONS 

The  following  instructions  to  exporters  of  automotive  products, 
issued  by  the  automotive  division  of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Commerce,  should  be  closely  studied  in  connection  with 
the  preparation  of  export  declarations. 

The  official  export  statistics  compiled  and  published  by  the  De- 
partment of  Commerce  each  month  can  be  correct  only  to  the  extent 
that  individual  export  declarations  are  correct  and  promptly  filed. 

It  is,  therefore,  essential,  in  preparing  export  declarations,  that 
shipments  be  listed  in  accordance  with  the  automotive  section  of 
Schedule  B,  export  classification,  outlined  herein,  which  is  the  offi- 
cial United  States  Government  classification  of  exports. 

The  importance  of  making  out  export  declarations  completely, 
accurately,  and  promptly  can  not  be  overestimated,  since  inaccura- 
cies or  delays  in  the  preparation  or  filing  of  export  declarations 
nullify  their  effectiveness  as  a  basis  for  analysis,  on  the  part  of 
American  manufacturers,  of  market  demand,  sales  quotas,  foreign 
advertising  budgets,  etc. 

Where  export  declarations  are  made  out  in  the  manufacturer's 
export  department,  the  individuals  doing  this  work  should  be  care- 
fully instructed  in  the  importance  of  making  correct  returns.  When 
export  declarations  are  prepared  by  shipping  brokers,  it  is  urgently 
suggested  that  the  manufacturer  send  or  have  the  automotive  divi- 
sion send  a  copy  of  these  instructions,  addressed,  if  possible,  to  the 
personal  attention  of  the  individual  in  the  employ  of  the  shipping 
broker  who  is  actually  preparing  the  export  declarations.  The 
original  copy  only  of  WB  i^pper's  export  declaration  is  to  be  si^ied 
and  attested. 

The  facsimile  documents  appearing  herein  illustrate  the  correct 
manner  of  listing  items  on  exporter's  declarations.  In  the  first  two 
columns  insert  the  marks  and  numbers  used  to  identify  the  shipnmt 
and  the  number  and  kinds  of  boxes,  crates,  or  other  containers. 

In  the  column  headed  "  Description  of  goods  "  give  the  proper  de- 
scription of  the  article  as  determined  by  the  mimical  classification 
contained  in  this  pamphlet. 

In  the  colmnn  neaded  ^  Statistical  Code  No.,  Schednle  B,"  entw 
the  correct  class  nmnber,  also  determined  from  the  nmneriod  das- 
^cation. 

Undw  tile  heading  "  Quantity  "  tilie  nnmber  of  nnits  will  be  stated, 
unless  Ihe  products  be  parts  or  aooessorieB  not  comprising  complete 
units  (see  third  foUowmg  paragraph),  whidi  case  no  quantity 
should  be  stated.  The  quuitity  of  brake  lining,  not  molded  (adi^ 
tos) ,  is  to  be  expressed  in  linear  feet. 
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Special  care  should  be  taken  in  filling  out  the  two  columns  covered 
by  ^Value  at  time  and  place  of  shipment."  In  the  column  headed 
**  U.  S*  products,"  insert  the  wholesale  net  factory  price,  plus  packing 
diuges  and  inland  frd^t  from  factory  to  seaboard.  The  column 
headed  "  Foreign  produds  in  same  condition  as  imported  "  coyws 
<mly  imported  soMte  afterwards  exported  without  change  in  con- 
dition and  will  be  used  infremwntly  by  the  automotive  exporter. 

Merchandise  must  be  described  in  the  specific  terms  of  the  export 
classification  listed  in  these  instructions.  Sudi  designations  as  *  au- 
tomobiles," "  chassis,"  or  odier  general  terms  should  not  be  used.  If 
the  articles  are  passenger  cars,  the  proper  listing  as  given  herein 
should  be  employed;  as,  for  instance,  "Passenger  cars,  not  over 
$850." 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  when  sufficient  parte  for 
assembly  are  exported  in  one  shipment,  so  that  a  given  number  of  cars 
may  be  assembled  from  these  parts  abroad,  these  units,  although  com- 
pletely disassembled,  must  be  declared  as  complete  unite  in  classes 
7901,  7902,  7903,  7904,  7907,  7908,  7909,  or  7910  (the  dass  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  capacity,  in  the  case  of  the  truck,  or,  in  the  case  of 
a  passenger  car,  as  that  make  may  be  listed  in  the  various  price 
groups).  In  such  cases,  however,  the  export  value  given  for  these 
groups  of  parts  in  the  column  headed  "  U.  S.  products  "  should  be  the . 
net  United  States  factory  price  at  which  parts  are  billed  to  the  for- 
eign assembly  plant,  plus  the  actual  amount  charged  for  export  box- 
ing and  inland  freight  from  factory  to  seaboard. 

These  instructions  supersede  all  previous  circulars  and  instructions, 
including  "  Instruction  to  Automotive  Exporters  "  (issue  of  Decem- 
ber 1, 1927),  and  Automotive  Circular  No.  1100,  dated  June  27, 1929, 
which  are  now  obsolete. 

It  is  earnestly  requested  that  careful  study  be  given  the  specimen 
documente  and  exporters'  declaration  routing  chart  printed  herein. 
A  thorough  knowledge  of  these  instructions  and  explanations  will 
improve  tne  accuracy  of  the  export  stetistics  and  increase  their  value 
and  usefuhiees  to  all  branches  of  the  automotive  industry.

PREPARATION  OF  EXPORTER'S  DECLARATIONS 

The  preferred  method  is  to  have  exporter's  declarations  prepared 
in  duplicate  (onh^  original  copy  to  be  signed  and  attested)  by  the 
manufacturer's  resident  export  department,  which  is  most  familiar 
with  the  nature  and  A'alue  of  the  product  in  any  given  shipment. 
However,  if  the  making  out  of  the  exporter's  declarations  is  being 
handled  by  a  shipping  broker,  it  is  reconunended  that  a  triplicate 
copy  be  prepared,  this  copy  to  be  sent  to  the  manufacturer's  export 
department  by  the  shipping  broker  the  same  day  as  completed. 
Thus,  if  any  inaccuracies  in  the  values,  number  of  units,  or  classifi- 
cation in  which  the  products  are  declared  or  discovered,  the  manu- 
facturer's export  department  can  instruct  the  shipping  broker  to 
recover  the  faulty  exporter's  declaration  and  make  immediate  cor- 
rections before  the  errors  involved  can  impair  the  accuracy  of  the 
final  compilations  prepared  and  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Commerce. 

In  the  facsimile  copies  of  the  shipper's  export  declaration  pub- 
lished here  it  -will  be  noted  that  somewhat  simplified  desdriptions  of 
certain  classes  have  been  used.  This  simplification  is  encouraged, 
provided  the  description  is  sufficiently  comprehensive  and  not  ^n- 
eral,  such  as  "  automobiles,"  "  cars,"  "  trucks,"  etc. 

WHAT  HAFPrafS  TO  THE  COPIES  OF  THE  fiXPORTER'S 

DECLARATIONS 

I.  If  shipment  out  of  the  United  States  is  made  by  steamer  from 
New  York,  the  duplicate  declarations  are  first  delivered  to  the  cus- 
tomhouse by  a  messenger  from  the  shipper  himself  or  his  agent  (the 
railroad  company,  if  shipment  is  made  on  through  bill  of  lading,  or 
the  shipping  broker),  where  the  original  is  held  in  a  marine  division, 
while  the  duplicate  is  given  a  registration  number  and  then  taken 
by  the  messenger  of  the  shipper  or  the  shipper's  agent  to  the  steam- 
ship company.  It  is  required  by  law  that  the  master  of  a  vessel, 
before  clearance  is  granted,  send"^the  manifest  of  the  vessel's  cargo, 
with  aU  duplicate  copies  of  exporter's  declarations  attached,  to  the 
customhouse.  The  duplicate  copies  of  th>i  exporter's  declarations 
are  passed  on  to  the  files  of  the  customhouse,  and  then,  and  only 
then,  is  the  original  copy  of  a  declaration  released  by  the  custom- 
house to  the  section  of  customs  statistics,  Bureau  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Commerce. 

The  section  of  customs  statistics  classifies  the  exporter  s  declara- 
tion according  to  commodities  and  compiles  under  these  commodity 
classifications  the  infomuitiiHi  appearing  on  the  declarations.  The 
original  of  the  declaration  is  then  filled  for  a  period  of  six  months, 
after  which  time  it  is  destroyed.  .  . 

On  the  6th  of  each  month  the  section  of  customs  statistics  con- 
cludes its  compilation  of  export  statistics  for  the  pireceding  month, 
and  these  compilations  are  forwarded  to  the  division  of  statistics. 
Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce,  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
where  the  final  statements  are  published. 
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n.  If  shipment  is  made  out  of  the  United  States  by  steamer  at 
any  point  otW  than  New  York,  the  foregoing  procedure  is  followed, 
except  that  the  customhouse  (removed  from  New  York)  retains  in 
its  own  files  the  duplicate  copy  of  the  exporter's  declaration  and  for- 
wards the  original  copy  to  the  section  of  customs  statistics  in  New 
York  daily  or  monthly.

III.  If  shipments  out  of  the  United  States  are  made  by  all-rail 
routes  to  Canada,  Cuba,  or  Mexico,  two  comes  of  the  exporter's  dec- 
laration move  as  explained  in  ParagraphsTE  and  11,  except  that  the 
contact  with  the  steamship  company  is  diminated.  ^ 

When  shipment  is  made  by  all-rail  route  to  destination  or  on  a 
through  bill  of  lading,  the  latter  involving  both  rail  and  steamer 
transport,  the  railroad  company  receives  both  copies  of  the  exp<niier  s 
declaration  from  the  manufacturer's  export  department  and  lae 
railroad  then  acts  as  agent  for  the  shipper  and  delivers  both  copies 
of  the  declaration  to  the  customhouse.  If  necessary,  one  copy  is  de- 
livered to  the  steamship  company  at  the  point  through  which  the 
shipment  leaves  the  country.
